"Music!  The  total  expression  of  life's  values  in  one  chord.  A  unified  word 
in  the  transcendental,  a  rhyming  sentence  in  the  vulgate.  We  are  all 
composers  of  this  music,  and  genius  is  mine,  yours,  and  that  silly  child's 
over  there.  But  our  attempts  fail  in  the  birth  of  new  themes,  our  com- 
positions die  in  cold  misunderstanding.  Before  you  can  shape  your  content, 
you  must  decide  on  its  definitive  form;  you  may  have  the  expression,  but 
you  lack  the  form  with  which  to  give  it  meaning." 

Nietzche?  No,  just  an  Underclassman  talking.  Whom  is  he  talking  to?

In 
pursuit  of  this  end,  a  dance  was  held  in  Brown  Hall,  two  musicales,  a  bridge 
party  and  tea  at  the  homes  of  members.

Phi  Mu  Alpha  Sinfonia,  a  national  music  fraternity,  has  for  its  purpose 
the  advancement  of  music  in  America.  It  stimulates  its  members  to  greater 
efforts  through  the  awarding  of  scholarships  and  prizes,  it  increases  the 
familiarity  of  its  members  with  American  music  by  means  of  annual  concerts 
of  American  compositions  presented  by  each  chapter.

A  smoker  given  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  affords  the 
new  men  of  the  Conservatory  an  opportunity  to  meet  each  other  and  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  older  students.  Informal  concerts,  impromptu 
gatherings,  participation  in  public  concerts  and  recitals,  are  some  of  the 
other  activities  of  the  fraternity.  A 
bowling  team,  too,  has  been  formed 
this  year,  and  matches  between  Phi  Mu 
Alpha  and  Kappa  Gamma  Psi  have 
been  held  every  other  week.

Murder  is  wide-awake!  Stage  murder,  at  least,  proved  itself  to  be  an  asset 
to  some  of  the  alumni  of  the  Dramatic  Department  when  a  reception  was 
given  in  their  honor.  The  tribute  was  occasioned  by  their  starring  roles  in 
the  Federal  Theatre's  most  successful  presentation  of  Macbeth,  another 
manifestation  of  the  proficiency  toward  which  the  dramatic  department 
has  set  its  course. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  productions  this  year,  and  the  requirements 
imposed  by  the  high  standards  of  the  department,  presented  an  increas- 
ingly pressing  need  for  some  means  of  relieving  the  Director  of  part  of 
the  detail  incidental  to  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  various 
programs.  This  need  is  now  filled  by  the  Dramatic  Union,  organized  this 
year,  whose  president  serves  as  mediator  between  the  Director  of  the 
department  and  the  students. 

During  the  first  semester  Recital  Hall  was  busily  engaged  in  work  of  prep- 
aration; beginning  with  February  its  walls  fairly  resounded  with  the  accla- 
mation of  the  audiences.  Friday  afternoons,  for  example  —  if  you  ever 
had  the  courage  to  reply  to  our  "Plaudite!" 

Jordan  Hall,  too,  received  its  full  share  of  accomplished  acting.  Last 
December  a  capacity  audience  hurled  bravo  after  bravo  during  scenes 
from  "Tovarich"  and  "The  Second  Mrs.  Tanqueray,"  the  first  act  of  "Lady 
Precious  Stream,"  and  a  whimsical  interlude  in  one  scene  entitled  "A  Seat 
in  the  Park."  On  March  1 5  a  special  program  of  "Shakespeare  on  the  Air" 
was  given.  The  months  of  January,  May  and  June  crept  in  critics'  passes 
to  watch  the  presentation  of  two  "Evenings  of  Tragedy,"  an  "Evening  of 
Original  Plays,"  and  the  first  "Annual  Finale."
